A hospital should be the seat of 
cleanliness, for more than one rea~ 
son. 
A hospital may be divided into 
three parts, based on the degree of 
cleanliness, They are a) common 
area, b) semi sterile zone and c) 
sterile zone. 

Operation theatre (which we 
have already discussed in this seri- 
al) and autoclave de- 
partment (which we 
shall discuss later) 
are classic examples 









of ‘sterile zones’. Only 
zero percent bacteria are 
permissible in this zone. 

A semi sterile zone is 
also called ‘pre-sterile 
zone’, This may be con- 
sidered a zone in be- 
tween common area and 
sterile zones, It is a 
transit zone, One such 
place is the room be- 
tween common area and operation 
theatre. Here starts the sterility. 
Chances of contamination are there 
= but they are kept to the mini- 
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mum, 
There is a difference between a 
residential common area and hos- 
pital common area, The stanclard 
of cleanliness in a hospital should 
be much more than that in a heuse 
for obvious reasons, Generally 
patients, who assemble in large 
numbers in a hospital, have very 
low resistance, So they can easily 
catch an infection. 
Hence all the ma- 
terials used in a 


* Ahospital laundry 
hospital must be sterile, That is 
why patients who are admitted in a 
hospital are made to wear uni- 
forms. This is for the comfort of

the patient as well as ideal from the 

point of view of hygiene. 
When we say that 

the materials

used in a hospital should be 
sterilized, we mean not just 
injection needles, Even the 
bed sheet used and shirt 
worn by the patients should 
be sterile. 

The possibility of one 
patient spreading his/her 
infections to other patients 
is also hazardous. When a 
patient is attacked by infec- 
tious micro-organisms, the immu- 
nity system in his body fights 
against the ‘foreigners’. When the 
foreigners are victorious, medi- 















cines are ad- 
ministered. A 
few of the bac- 
teria may be 
killed by the medi- 
cine whereas the re- 
maining bacteria show resis- 
tance to the drugs. It is, most- 
ly, at this stage that patients 
are admitted in a hospital 
Thus highly resistance bac- 
teria which are not killed 
by ordinary anti-biotics 
are available in large 

numbers in a hospital 

This is very dangerous 
because cross infe 
likely to happen. Also visitors may 
supply, unintentionally, their bacte- 
ria to patients and the latter may 
distribute his infectious organisms 
to the visitors, 


STERILE ZONES 

In this area, clothes are not 
brought (worn) from outside, Ev- 
ery doctor inside an operation the- 
atre will be covered head to toc 
Nowadays the caps and gloves 
used by surgeons are disposable 
cones. That is, they are used once 
and thrown away. This is done to 
avoid infections passing from one 
patient to the other. Such dispos- 
able material is not made of cloth, 
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but of tissue papers lined with a 
sort of plastic. Nowadays even 
aprons worn by surgeons are made 
disposable. 

Every person in the operation 
theatre shall wear a cap so that no 
bacteria from their hair are trans- 
ferred to the patient. Surgeons 
‘wear a mask which filters bacteria. 
They should wear full armed cloth- 
ing so that their hands are fully 
covered so that there is no ex- 
change of bacteria, ‘The shoes

A\ll the materials used in an op- 
eration theatre will be sterilized 
Even the air inside the theatre 
should be sterile. The theatre is 
periodically fumigated — mostly 
once every week.
